ing'in the circuit court. The sen- 
tence, to-which .was added a fine

Randolph had entered a plea ol 
guilty to a charge of first degree 
ourgiary in connection with al- 
leged entrances into the Colonial 
Hotel, North Morgan 
street,

Randolph, who just recently 


was released from the Marion 
county jail in Indianapolis, and 
has served time at the State Re- 
formatory, was arrested when he 
was caught hi the basement of 
the hotel.

Aug. 9—W—'This city today was 
in the midst of a turmoil of prep- 
aration for the brief stay of the 
Graf Zeppelin here before it 
leaves for Tokyo, on the second 
lap of its circumnavigation of 
the globe. 


It was expected the dirigible 


would arrive here Saturday eve- 
ning or Sunday morning,'' and 
would remain until Tuesday or 
Wednesday before taking off for 
the less than 5,000 miles which 
Dr. Ecekener, the-dirigible's mas- 
ter,'has described as the har4est 
of the entire' world flight. 
"Butchers and bakers are work- 
ing overtime, to) prepare supplies 
for the influx of guests to hotels, 
inns -and j private houses. 


The:zeppelin works were the 


center of activity preparing gas 
ojl and supplies for the ship. 


Five—passengers so far have

T^ASHINGTON.—Mere ambassa- 


dorships may foe enough to 


satisfy such elderly millionaires/as 
Charles Gl Dawes aiid.'Dwight Mor- 
row,'but; tlie really'ambitious fed- 
eral job-seeker.' -will go hunting for 
a. post as an American High Com- 
missioner. 


An ambassador parks himself in 


a - foreign capital and usually , be- 
comes little more than a glorified 
messenger boy. But when an Ameri- 
can! High Commissioner goes any- 
where he goes there to run the 
whole show. He has the rank of an 
ambassador and he ranks as the 
senior officer present at all times.. 


There is no more powerful Amer- 


ican outside this country than an 
American High Commissioner. He 
is perhaps the nearest modern ap- 
proach we have to the old Roman 
pro-consul. 


These Jobs Are Scarce 


Unfortunately, there are very few 


of these jobs to be had. There never 
were very many and the only High 
^ommissionership now in force is 
that of Major General John A. Rus- 
sell of the Marines, who has been 
our High Commissioner to Haiti 
since 1922._ The 'chances are that 
General Russell will hold his job 
indefinitely, but .there has- been 
some agitation for his replacement 
by a civilian, so it may be a good 
tip to job-seekers to suggest that 
they sound out President Hoover. 


One recalls only two other High 


Commissioners within the past two 
decades. Sumner "Welles was made 
High Commissioner to the Domin- 
ican Republic several years ago and 
served two years, commuting be- 
tween Santo 'Domingo and .Wash- 
ington until he had straightened 
out the country to the State De- 
partment's satisfaction. 


The other was Rear Admiral 


Mark L. Bristol who, as High 
Com- 


missioner to Turkey, Avas one of 
the mpst important figures in the 
Near East 'during the post-war 
period. Bristol. Co-ordinated : our 
\policies,and. looked, lifter American, 


interests in that section of tho 
world and proved himself a diplo- 
mat of parts. He was on the com- 
mission which, investigated, .the 
Greek occupation, of. Smyrna 'hnd 
was a. delegate to 'the Lausanne 
Conference. Lately he has com- 
manded the Asiatic fleeU 


. Runs'the Whole-Country 
Russell is an excellent example 


of the power .that can be lodged 
with a High. Commissioner. He' 
deals directly with the president— 
sometimes called "our puppet presi- 
dent"—of Haiti and the State De- 
partment. For eight years, under 
our treaty with Haiti, he has had 
sway over .that country's ,customsfc 
finances, 
police 
system, public 


works, 
agriculture 
and 
public 


health.' 


All American treaty officials,''di- 


recting these various branches ot 
government, come under the gen- 
eral. Although an officer of the 
Marines he is not compelled to wear 
a uniform and doesn't. He lias been, 
on the job for eight years and was 
first appointed on the recommen- 
dation of a senatorial committee 
which went to the island about 
1920. 


What .appeared to be a demon- 


stration of Russell's power was 
given last year when Senator King 
of Utah,-who had criticized Amerir 
can occupation of Haiti, was barred 
from visiting the country by Presi- 
dent Borno. While it could not be 
shown that Russell had inspired 
the1 ban, few failed to concede, that 
a word from him to Borno would 
promptly have averted this affront 
to an American senator. 


With the benign though lacit 


approval of Russell, free press and 
free speech in Haiti liave been 
pretty generally suppressed anil,/ 
Borno lias 'jammed through "laws 
extending "his titular dictatorship 
and effecting his domination of. the 
Haitian courts, "which "\ve. did 'hot 
take over under the treaty. Amen- 
din Marines lo'ng ago dissolved the 
Haitian congress, so. Russell .'hasn't 
a representative legislative body.to 
contend with as lias oir. governor 
general.'in.the Philippines.-'

stops. Porters have been placed 
on this car to assist passengers 
with their baggage and in. any 
other way in which they can be 
of service.

Bus connections, operated by 


the Railroad Company,,.are now 
made at Greensburg and at Con- 
nersville. The Greensburg line 
connection is made on five trips 
per day and provides service 
from Indianapolis and all points 
on the Greensburg Division to 
Batesville, Sunman, Manchester, 
Aurora, Lawrenceburg and Cin-^ 
cinati. Similar service also oper- 
ated by the railroad, on the Con- 
nersville line, makes connection 
with four trips per day and pro-. 
vides service from s Indianan olis: 
and all points on the Conners- 
ville Division to Liberty,. College 
Corner, Cottage Grove, Oxford, 
and Venice to Cincinnati. Con- 
nection is also made at'Oxford 
and Venice for Hamilton, Ohio, 
and at Connersville for Rich- 
mond, Cambridge City, New Cas- 
tle and. Muncie. Connection is 
made at Greensburg for-'Osgood, 
Versailles and Madison. 


In order to provide better 


freight service, which was form- 
erly given with one freight train 
each night on each division, an 
additional freight train was pro- 
vided last; month -leaving Indian- 
apolis at 11:00 p. m. on each di- 
vision, offering early afternoon 
deliveries tc( merchants along 
the line on all freight received at 
Indianapolis before 10:00 a. m. 


Live stock shippers are bene- 


fited by now being able to ship 
live stock to Indianapolis Stock 
Yards twice a day on each divis- 
ion, either morning or evening, 
as they prefer.

The old company was unable 


to adequately take care of its 
high tension lines and trolley 
lines, due first to their financial 
condition, and second, to the fact 
that they did not have proper 
line cars for doing the work. To 
overcome this two new line cars 
have been built, fully equipped 
and placed in service. The over- 
head trolley,wire had been neg- 
lected by the old company and it 
was found necessary to .com- 
pletely rebuild it. Four line crews 
are now engaged daily in this 
work and it is expected by the 
first of September that the entire 
trolley structure will have been 
gone over and put in first class 
condition. 


The high tension line of the 


company had also been neglect- 
ed and was not provided with 
sufficient switching^ equipment 
and with an emergency source of 
supply. To overcome this situa- 
tion the new company has in- 
stalled a new steel substation at 
Shelbyville, including three out- 
door type 33000 volt oil switches 
and built a new double circuit 
high tension line around the city 
of Shelbyivlle. Power is now se- 
cured at Shelbyville and the line 
is sectionalized into five parts 
Trouble on any one part does not 
affect the other, four. Previously 
trouble at any one'point on the 
system put the entire line out of 
commission. An emergency con- 
nection with the Indiana Elec- 
tric Corporation system % is also 
provided at Indianapolis 
tion. 


A new freight station has just 


been completed at Cohnersville 
and a new freight station was 
constructed at Shelbyville last 
fall. A new passenger station was 
completed at Rushville early this 
spring and station facilities at 
Greensburg are now being com-
